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China. 

From the China Mail we have the 
following: 

There has bnen a serious disturbance 
in Canton, in which C000 or 7000 Chin- 
ese were fighting for some hours: the 
French missionaries were threatened, 
and the whole foreign community were 
so scared that they armed and put the 
place in a stato of defence, and kept the 
steamers in the river with steam up all 
night, so that they might decamp if the 
worst came to tho worst. The Viceroy 
called out tho soldiers and fired into tho 
mob, killing several persons and wound- 
ing several others. As to tho origin of 
tlia disturbance, there are conflicting 
accounts, but it arose somehow out of a 
jealous misunderstanding between the 
Hakka stoncdressers and the Cantonese 
concerning tho putting out of a fire 
which broke out in the evening near the 
Cathedral. Another fire, believed to 
be the work of incendiaries, broke out 
at 3 o'clock in the morning, and fifty 
or sixty houses were destroyed. By 
latest advices things were quieter. 
There are tidings from Foochow of more 
burning of chapels. Some two 200 sol- 
diers went on tho 24th of September to 
the villago of Ngiang A, on tho island 
of Nang Nik, which is about two days 
southeast of Foochow, avowedly in pur- 
suit of a' pirate who had absconded. 
H They burned down his house and then 
' tired the chapel, attacking with their 
• : spears, at the instance of the militay 
officers, and injuring very much tho 
catechist, who remonstrated and stated 
that the place was a Christian chapel. 
On September 2d the same body of 
troops attacked another house in which 
services are held at a village, five miles 
distant from Ngiang A, and partially 
demolished and burnt that also. Her 
Majesty's Consul has taken tho matter 
up, and will, no doubt, procuro redress 
for these unwarranted outrages. 

Sir Samuel and Lady Baker have 
gone on to Shanghai, and proceed 
thence via Yokohama to San Francisco 
on their tour. 

The Chinese, it is said, have become 
alive to the fact that their capital can 
Vie easily approached by a hostile force 
in the direction of Moukden, and have 
accordingly concentrated a force of 40,- 
000 men at Moukden, under the com- 
mand of Tseng Kwotsuan. 

It is said that there arc now very 
nearly 100,000 troops at Tientsin, un- 
der the command of tho Viceroy, Li 
Hungchang. More than half of these 
have gone there recently.

Japan. 

Tho condition of tho finances isdaily 
becoming worse, taxing the energies of 
the Ministers to cope with the difficul- 
ties arising from an estimated revenue 
for the current financial year barely ten 
percent, greater, while, from the appre- 
ciation of commodities and labor, or 
the depreciation of Japanese paper, the 
expenditure must be fully seventy per 
cent, in excess of the returns of Inst 
year, unless extraordinary economy be 
practiced in every Department of the 
State. 

The financial statement for 1SS0-81 
has been issued. Persons not resident 
in Japan but interested in Japanese 
affairs should satisfy themselves as to 
nature of the so-called reserve fund. 
This fund is, in reality, the balance of 
the national cash account, and bears as 
much relation to a reserve fund as 
tho balance of a merchant's cas-hbook 
bears to the balance of his profit and 
loss account.

TVJ O DANGER OF IT FROM SMOKING 

CIGARS MADE BY WHITE LABOR.

Is this peoplo becoming so inured 
to the sudden and calamitous cutting 
short of life by incidents shocking in 
their nature and sickening in their do- 
tail thut they can read with feelings of 
equanimity accounts of accidents 
that too frequently result in fatal con- 
sequences on tho line of the Yale-Sa- 
vona railway ? Are men so numerous 
and is human life held so cheaply that 
when a rock has fallen from a hillside, 
or tho roof of a tunnel has given way, 
or a premature, explosion has 
occurred — frequently resulting in the 
maiming or destruction of one or more 
workmen — tho country can afford 
(we use the term in its economic sense) 
to dispense with an inquiry into what 
led to tho disaster, and await with cool 
unconcern a repetition of the inci- 
■ dent with all its accompanying horrors i 
We are amongst those who believe 
that an inquest should follow every 
fatal occurrence on works of any des- 
cription. Tho causes which led to a 
death may in every case be so clear 
that the slightest suspicion of foul play 
does not attach; but the object of 
coroner's inquests in such cases is to 
suggest a preventive to the end that 
precautions may bo adopted which will 
lessen tho liability to accident. On rail- 
way works in Canada and the Old 
Country observe how jealously tho 
lives of those engaged upon them are 
watched over, how carefully the circum- 
stances connected with accidentsaro sift- 
ed, and how searching the examination 
of witnesses always is. It is the certainty 
that an enquiry will follow upon the 
heels of a disaster that renders the 
lives of workingmen comparatively se- 
cure in those countries. Raw or in- 
experienced men are never placed in 
positions where they will have (so to 
speak) in their keeping the lives and 
limbs of gangs of men employed in 
dangerous positions, We cannot tell 
if this rule has been strictly followed 
in the selection of overseers or 
"bosses" on tho Yale-Savona railway 
works; but we do know that the num- 
ber of casualties since May has been 
alarmingly large, and that tho first in- 
quest over a railway victim has yet to 
be held. At Nanaimo the miner for 
coal enjoys the protection of a special 
Act of Parliament, and a mining in- 
spector examines the workings at short 
intervals. If aftor the adoption of all 
possible precautions an accident should 
occur an inquest is held, exhaustive ex- 
amination into all tho facts is had, and 
the jury in returning a verdict recom- 
mend the adoption of certain further 
precautions which experience has 
taught them are necessary for the safe- 
ty of the miners. To the existence of 
this system may bo traced the compara- 
tive safety which our coal miners — 
whose avocation is much more hazard- 
ous than that of the railway hands — 
enjoy. If through the incompetency or 
indifference of a foreman a man is al- 
lowed to enter a notoriously unsafe tun- 
nel or stand over amine after tin match 
has been lighted, or pass beneath a 
ledge of loose hanging rock, 
and he is injured or killed, why should, 
not the responsibility for the accident 
be placed on tho right shoulders 1 or if 
an accident results from the injured 
person's own carelessness or neglectful- 
nesa why should not tho fact be 
made public so that others may be de 
terred from following his foolish ex- 
ample J But to pass over horriblo ac- 
cidents such as have frequently be- 
fallen the busy workers at Yale and 
vicinity without the slightest official 
notice being taken of tho circumstan- 
ces that led up to them is evidence 
of the cheap rate at which human life 
bus come to be held in this province. 
This state of things must not be suf- 
fered to continue. There is a lesson to 
be extracted from every disaster which 
cannot be too widely published for the 
benefit of those who may succeed tho 
unfortunate victims. Until this 
Government shall have put the law in 
motion and thrown the cegls of a 
jealous watchfulness over the lives of 
workingmen accidents will bo of fre- 
quent occurrence and men will continue 
to "die in vain" without their sad 
fates serving as danger-signals to those 
who may come after them.

A ETovol Steamship. 

A very remarkable screw-steamer is 
about to be built on the Clyde for the 
Compagnie de Navigation Economique 
(Limited) of Glasgow and Paris. This 
vessel will have no funnel of any kind, 
burning her own smoke, and her four 
masts will bo placed in pairs on the 
gunwale or projecting brackets to keep 
them clear of the rails, boats, davits, 
etc., when folded down, this being 
done when the vessel is going head to 
wind, so as to lessen the resistance of- 
fered by tho masts, spars, etc. On 
each mast will be placed a largo boom 
and gaff", and between the masts a large 
squaresail and topsail running on jack- 
stays. The total width of sail set on 
each pair of masts when running be- 
forethe wind will be 147 feet in width 
and 127 feet in height. The effective 
horse-power will be 1500, so as to give 
tho vessel a high rate of speed, and the 
fuel required will be only one-half that 
of an ordinary compound marine en- 
gine, a result which is obtained by 
superheating tho water in the boiler by 
tho introduction of a substance which 
need not be named, and which sub- 
stance is variable according to cir- 
cumstances. The space occupied by the 
boilers, engines, and coal bunkers will 
only be one-half that of an ordinary 
steamer of the same power.

A Storo and D'wollln? Houso Entor- 
od, a Lodger Chloroformed and 
Goods Stolon. 

Another burglary oven more ami; .ions 
than that at Mr. Green's storo on Mon- 
day night, has startled the denizens of 
Store street. On Thursday morning Mr. 
Montobio, the trader, rose from his bed 
and went into the yard where he saw ly- 
ing on the ground a trunk broken open 
and some clothing which it had contained 
scattered about. He soon ascertained 
that the trunk had been removed by burg- 
lars from the room of a lodger who slept 
ovor the storo, carried into the yard and 
thero forced open in the belief that it con- 
tained money — a belief which was not 
sustained by the facts. At the head of 
the stairs were found the clothes the 
lodger had worn the day before and in 
bed lay the lodger, his eyes watery and 
his head throbbing violently, as if from 
the efl'eots of a narcotic. Further inves- 
tigation disclosed the fact that a room on 
the ground floor, in which four men wero 
sleeping, had been entered at the window 
by a barefooted person who loft on the 
floor the muddy imprint of his foot. Find- 
ing nothing in this room to excite his 
cupidity his tracks show that hu left the 
room by the same way Hint he entered, 
and raising the window of another room 
passed through the sittingroom into the 
store. In the store there is a largo coun- 
ter to which are attached two money-tills. 
Inonoof the tills reposed the sum of three 
bits; in the other there was !?;I70. By the 
strangest piece of good luck for Montobio 
the robber opened the 15-bit drawer and 
apparently retired in high dudgeon, ap- 
propriating as ho went about 15 pounds of 
plug tobacco which lay on one of the 
shelves. His muddy foot tracks were 
plainly seen on the stairs and in the up- 
stairs lodger's room. He is supposed to 
have chloformcd this man and then 
to have walked oil' with the trunk 
and passod out at the window and in- 
to the yard again where, finding 
nothing ofjvalue inside, he abandoned the 
trunk and went off, richer only by about 
15 lbs. of tobacco than when he started 
out upon his adventure. As in the case 
of the robbery at Mr. Green's there aro 
evidonces that a candle was used by the 
burglar. The footprints aro small and 
narrow, and the foot could wear a No. 
G boot. Thero are no sigti3 of moro than 
0110 person having entered the promises. 
The police are searching, hut do not ap- 
pear to have the slightest cluo to the 
burglar or burglars. The condition of 
things is becoming alarming.

JEronautics. 

The proposed attempt to reach tho 
North Pole by balloon has given an 
impetus to the science of aeronautics in 
England. A balloon society has boon 
formed, and, under its auspices, several 
air ships Iiavo been sent up in the 
vicinity of London. One of them con- 
tained Mr. Wright, the aironaut; Com- 
mander Gheync, of the royal navy, who 
proposes to make an experiment with a 
balloon in his next, Arctic journey; Mr. 
L. (J. Alford, of Denver, Colorado, and 
a newspaper correspondent, In a min- 
ute and a quarter from the start they 
attained the altitude of 1,000 feel, in 
three minutes 2000 feet, and in 
eight minutes 23nO feet. The object of 
tho travelers was not to go high, but to 
get over the ground as quickly as pos- 
sible, and with a gentle breeze they 
glided along at, the rate of thirty miles 
an hour. In the descent they dropped 
1,390 feet, inn minute and a quarter. 
They managed to check their rapid 
fall before reaching term Jinn a, and 
landed safely after much bumping on 
thc-ground. Of the other balloons, 
one rose 12,000 feet. The scientific 
observations of the various teronauts 
will be carefully compared and a re- 
port made embodying the results ob- 
tained as to the air currents at differ- 
ent heights. 

Tin-: increase of Great Britain's pub- 
lic revenue during the six months pre- 
ceding October 1st was £1,102,000, 
thought the Customs showed a decrease 
of .£'7^,000. The reduction of the wine 
duties involved an estimated loss of 
.£238,000 during the current year. Of 
Excise the increase so far is .£230,000; 
of Stamps, .£285,000; Land Tax and 
House Duty, .£10,000; Property and 
Income Tax, ,£91,000;Postoflice, £1 73,- 
000; Telegraphs, .£120,000; Miscella- 
neous, £211,000.

England's Rollgiouo Condition. 

Papers were read at the Church 
Congress yesterday -which confirm, in 
a remarkable manner, the truth of Mr. 
Bright's epigram "that tho working 
class care ns little for the dogmas as 
the upper classes for the practice of 
Christianity." Canon Barry, in re- 
porting on "the religious condition of 
the nation as represented by the upper 
classes of society," says that "unlimit- 
ed skepticism, the positive license of a 
conscious ungodliness and a resolute 
self-trust and self-will are their only 
rule of life." The Bishop of Bedford, 
who reported on the industrial classes, 
stated that without, much speculative 
unbelief or hostility to religion "the 
feeling of the masses is that of simple 
indifference." The speakers had, of 
course, no intention of vindicating Mr. 
Bright, and their testimony is all the 
more valuable on that account. Their 
gloomy picture of the two extremes of 
society is hardly relieved by the ac- 
count given in another paper of the re- 
ligious condition of the middle classes. 
They contain, we arc told, the religious 
might of the nation, but they "display 
deplorable moral weakness in reference 
to commercial transactions.'' The ad- 
mission that t he most religious part of 
the community is deeply tainted with 
commercial dishonesty is, at any rate, 
courageous, and if it be true, it com- 
plicates the knotty problem which tho 
Church has set itself to face.
